He was pleased to learn that the 
furnishings committe: had itlready 
been following procedures he sug. 
Rested such as determining from 
probate records, and similar loci 
homes, what were the furnishings of 
homes comparable to the Mason 
howe. He poiated out that a house 
in Bethel, Maine, jn carly nineteenth 
century would not be furnished hke 
a towie in Now York or Pennsylyan- 
ta, but Eke a small rural town In 
northern New England. Mra, EL 
szabeth Carter, chairman of fumish 
ings, brought out that Dr, Mason did 
nit have a luxurious house, and un> 
Uoubtedly did not bring family pos- 
sessions with him although Mrs. Mfa- 
son might have brought same. Dr, 
Mason's parents were stiff living 
where the Norseman Inn is when 
Dr. Mason built this house. and his 
parents decease occurred in the mid: 
1000's with their son, Aaron, con 
tinuing on bis entire life in this 
game home follawed by his bachelor 
son, Moses, hence the original Ma- 
son furnishings stayed fur many 
yeurs=in fact until early 1900's ct 
Mayville In the houce, presently 
the Norseman. 

It is known that a few goad pieces 
ot furmture were among Dr. Ma 
son's furnishings, and they were 
sold some years ago Mr Kley dul 
advise ogainst trying to create per- 
fect pertod room, as so unhkely
